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OPA ISSUES NEW REGULATION TO COVER PRICING OF 
1944 FROZEN FRUIT, BERRY, AND VEGETABLE PACKS 


Ceilings for Sume Items Lowered and 
Others Increased over Last 
Year's Prices 


Dollar-and-cent ceiling prices for 
large size containers of some frozen 
berries, and formulas to be used in pric- 
ing frozen fruits, vegetables, and ber- 
ries in small containers, were an- 
nounced by the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration December 26. The action, which 
was taken by Amendment 8 to Supple- 
ment 6 to Food Products Regulation 1, 
effective January 2, 1945, provides that 
the dollar-and-cent prices apply to proc- 
essors only. The new formula pricing 
method also applies to processors only, 
while distributors covered by this regu- 
lation price under other methods, A 
new method is provided for wagen 
wholesalers. 

In general, the flat prices for most 
berries are about one-half cent a pound 
less than a year ago. The flat prices for 
frozen strawberries are about 2 cents 
a pound higher than under the old regu- 
lation because of increased raw ma- 
terial cost. In the case of some other 
formula-priced commodities, principally 
Maine blueberries and California pears, 
the new ceiling prices will also reflect 
increased raw material costs. 

The processors’ ceiling price for 
frozen strawberries (other than the 
Ettersburg variety) will reflect a raw 
material cost of 15 cents a pound in- 
stead of 12 cents; Maine blueberries, 18 
cents instead of 12 cents; and Call- 
fornia pears, $80 a ton instead of $65 
a ton, 

Provision is made for a 3 per cent 
profit adjustment designed to hold proc- 
exsors’ profits at the 1941 level, which 
is considered a normal profit period for 
the industry. This profit adjustment is 
based on the difference between the 
average profit margin in 1943 and in 
1941 for a representative group of firms, 
OPA said. Factors considered in estab- 
lishing the adjustment included in- 
creases in price levels between 1041 
and 1948; elimination of the use of 
“borrowed” prices in 1042 and “bor- 
rowed” adjustments for raw material 
in 1948. The adjustment was made in 
conformity with a directive issued April 
6, 1944, by Economie Stabilization Di- 
rector Fred M. Vinson. 


Forty-four commodities are covered 
by the ceiling prices and formulas an- 
nounced through issuance of Amend- 
ment 3 and two prod 
nectarines—are yet to be added. 


The items covered by the new amend- 
ment are: 

(1) Frozen Fruits— Apples (includ- 
ing applesauce), apricots, cherries (red 
sour), cherries (sweet), currants, figs, 
grapes (Concord), melons, peaches, 
pears, plums, prunes, and mixed fruits. 

(2) Frozen Berries—Blackberries, 
blueberries, Boysenberries, cranberries, 
dewberries, elderberries, gooseberries, 
huckleberries, Johnsonberries, Loganber- 
ries, Olympicberries, raspberries, straw- 
berries, and Youngberries. 

(3) Frozen Vegetables—Asparagus, 
beans (lima), beans (snap), beets, 
broccoli, brussels sprouts, carrots, cauli- 
flower, corn (sweet), kale, mushrooms, 
peas (green), pumpkin, rhubarb, 
squash, vegetables greens (other than 
spinach), and mixed vegetables. 

Flat prices are named for frozen ber- 
ries on a “no-storage” basis. They ap- 
ply to berries and red sour cherries

Tin Quotas for Canned Foods 
About the Same in New M81 


The War Production Board has noti- 
fled the Association that Conservation 
Order M-81 will be issued January 1, 
1945, and will be available within the 
next few days. Copies of the amended 
order were not available as the Lerrzr 
went to press; however, the WPB said 
that tin quotas in the new order for 
most canned fruits and vegetables are 
the same as in 1944. Slight changes 
have been made in the quotas for spin- 
ach, beets, carrots, and baby feods. 

The amended order permits the shift- 
ing of some products from other con- 
tainers to metal containers in an effort 
to conserve manpower and paper. This 
amendment will have the effect of re- 
turning some products to their normal 
containers, but the extent to which this 
will be accomplished is contingent on 
labor considerations by the local APUC 
and WMC offices in each local area, 


The WPB said that military require- 
ments for cans and the fact that a

OPA PLACES FIVE ADDITIONAL CANNED VEGETABLES; 
MOST CANNED MEATS UNDER NEW RATIONING PROGRAM 


To carry out the provisions of an 
authorization and directive of the Office 
of Economic Stabilization, the Office of 
Price Administrator Chester Bowles an- 
nounced on December 24 a broad revi- 
sion of the food rationing program, call- 
ing for tighter rationing and a greatly 
expanded rationing program. The ac- 
tions were necessary, the OPA said, be- 
cause civilian supplies of sugar, butter 
and commercially canned fruits and 
vegetables are at the lowest point since 
the war began and meat supplies are 
declining. 

All blue and red ration stamps vall- 
dated before December, 1944, and all 
outstanding sugar stamps except Sugar 
Stamp 34 were cancelled at 12:01 a. m., 
December 26, to assure each consumer 
his fair share at the start of the new 
program and to prevent those who may 
have excess unused stamps from getting 
more than their share of the lower food 
supplies. 

Five carned vegetables were added 
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to the ration list at 12:01 a, m., Decem- 
ber 26. Many unrationed canned meats 
return to rationing on December 31, 
1944. 

The prospect at present is that there 
will be about 15 per cent less meat of 
all kinds—both rationed and non-ra- 
tioned—available for civilians in the 
first three months of 1945, compared 
with the final three months of 1944, 
The first quarter supply will be less 
than the initial 1944 quarter by about 
the same amount. There will be no rec- 
ord run of hogs this spring to add to 
meat supplies for the home front. Hog 
production available for slaughter is 
about one-fourth under last year, 
OPA said, 

In processed foods, the needs of the 
armed forces for canned fruits are 
expected to continue heavy, and mili- 
tary procurement needs and set-aside 
requirements for canned vegetables 
from the 1044 pack were greater than 
those from the 1943 pack. The supplies

of commercially canned vegetables 
available for civilians on December 1, 
1044, are approximately 56 per cent of 
the quantity available for civilians at 
the same time last year. 

In sugar, too, the outlook Is for a 
tight civilian supply in 1945. At pres- 
ent it is estimated that there will be 
no more than 5,400,000 tons available 
for civilians, compared with about 
6,100,000 tons consumed in 1044, about 
5,700,000 tons in 1948 and a prewar 
pack of 7,350,000 tons in 1941, 


For home canning this year the 
sugar rationing program must be se- 
verely tightened. Ration coupons for 
no more than 700,000 tons can be issued 
for home canning in the 1945 season, 
compared with ration stamps and con- 
pons ixsued for 1,150,000 tons in 1944. 


Food rationing, in effect, might be 
placed on a “pay-as-you-go” basis, Dur- 
ing the next few months, and perhaps 
throughout 1945, ration stamps will be 
made good only on the basis of the 
supplies that can be made available to 
civilians without upsetting the fairest 
distribution obtainable, OPA stated, 

Shortages in some items, such as but- 
ter, may continue. The choice and 
variety of meats and canned fruits and 
vegetables may continue to be spotty 
in some cities. But as closely as pos- 
sible, point values will be maintained 
to assure the shopper a reasonable 
choice of rationed foods, the rationing 
agency added.

An industrial user using processed 
foods that have been put back on the 
ration list since September 17, 1144, 
may apply to the Office of Price Admin- 
istration District Office for an adjust- 
ment in his allotment, as provided for 
in Amendment 70 to Revised Ration 
Order 13. 


This amendment requires industrial 
were to report their ration bank bal- 
ances, inventories, and points on hand 
as of January 1, 1945. It also lists 
the following restrictions on the ac- 
quisition and use of processed foods by 
industrial users during the first allot- 
ment period of 145: 


(a) An industrial user, may not ne 
quire or use more processed foods dur- 
ing the first allotment period of 10945 
than the total of the following: 

(1) The amount of his allotment for 
the first allotment period of 1945; and 


(2) Any unused advance of points or 
processed foods obtained before Janu- 
4 1, 1945 under General Ration Order 


(b) An industrial user may not ne- 
quire any proceased foods during the 
first allotment period of 1045 if he had 
on hand on January 1, 1945, an amount 
equal to or greater than the total 
amount described in paragraph (a). 
An industrial user also may not acquire 
processed foods during that period if 
anch acquisition would bring the tota! 
of the processed foods he had on hand 
on January 1, 1945, plus the amount of 
processed foods he has acquired dur- 
lug the first allotment period, above the 
total amount described in paragraph 
(a), 

(ce) The prohibitions against the ne. 
quisition of processed foods contained 
in paragraphs (a) and (b) shall not 
apply after March 15, 1945. (However. 
he may not wee during the first allot- 
ment period processed foods in excess 
of the amount permitted by (u).)

(previously covered) in barrels and in 
tin containers with a capacity of 30 
pounds or more instead of the 50-pound 
minimum used in the old regulation, 
Vrovision is made for formula pricing 
of these commodities in large containers 
other than barrels and tin, 


The ceiling prices for frozen berries 
in tin containers having a capacity of 
30 pounds or more are fixed for each 
style of pack a cent a pound higher 
thon the prices for the same style of 
yock in barrels, The differential was 
ticured by comparing prices charged 
for the two container types and sizes 
during 1441, OPA said. 


The formula prices also are figured 
on n “no-storage” basis, Processors 
add an eighth of a cent a pound a month 
to their ceiling prices for storage after 
the first 30 days the item is in storage. 
Under the old regulation, prices were 
named or figured on a “storage” basis, 
with deductions of three-fourths of a 
cent a pound for quick-frozen items 
und one quarter of a cent a pound for 
cold-packed items when sold on a “no- 
storage” basta, 


Ceiling prices for frozen berries in 
small containers and for frozen fruits 
and vegetables In small containers are 
established by two separate pricing 
formulas, both designed to establish 
the same general level of prices, With 
minor exceptions, the formulas are sim- 
ur to those used in the pricing of 
conned berries, fruits, and vegetables 
by Pricing Method No, 2 of Supple- 
ment 7 to Food Products Regulation 
No. 1. To use the formulas, the proc- 
essor must have figured a ceiling price 
by formula either in 1942 or 1943. The 
formulas cannot be used by the follow- 
ing Processors 


(1) Those who established maximum 
prices by using their competitors’ (eil 
ing prices in 1142 and used their com- 
petitors’ adjustments for raw materials 
in Ing. (2) Processors who obtained 
ceiling prices by individual authoriza- 
tion im either year, (3) Processors 
who used the “elective” pricing method 
in 1143, These processors may figure 
their prices under the elective pricing 
method (Section 2.4 of Food Products 
Ktegulation No. 1) ; otherwise they must 
upply to OPA for a ceiling price, In 
event application is made to OPA for a 
price, approval of a proposed price is 
vutomatice if OPA does not notify the 
opplicant to the contrary within 30 days 
after the application is mailed, 

Vrovision is made for individual ad- 
Justment of processors’ ceiling prices in 
event their formula prices are below 
the median price at which sales are 


made by processors located in the gen- 
eral processing area. It must also be 
shown that the processor is entitled to 
a price increase under the standards 
set forth with respect to the amount of 
ndjustment that may be given and that 
the increase sought will promote the 
purposes of price control, The adjusted 
ceiling price cannot in any event exceed 
the median price of processors located 
in the general processing area subject to 
this overriding limitation, it cannot ex- 
coed the processing costs of the item if 
the processor's percentage of net profits 
(before income and excess profits 
taxes) to net sales of frozen fruits, 
berries and vegetables during the most 
recent fiscal year was 3 per cent or 
higher. If the percentage of net profits 
was less than à per cent, the adjusted 
price may not exceed total costs of the 
item, 

A new pricing method is provided for 
wagon wholesalers, who will now figure 
their ceiling prices by applying the 
markup they are permitted to use to 
the “net cost” of the first delivery. 
This price is increased by an eighth of 
a cent a pound a month to cover storage. 


Scientists Issue Statement on 
Merits of DDT as Insecticide 


The first official statement by the 
entomological profession on the new in- 
secticide, DDT, was issued by the Amer- 
jean Association of Economic Entomol- 
ogists at the close of its recent meeting 
in New York City. Adopted by 302 
delegates representing 1600 members, it 
was offered both to summarize results 
of intensive research, revealed in re- 
ports to the convention, and to correct 
“misunderstanding, over-optimism and 
distorted impressions.” 

DDT is appraised as offering more 
promise to mankind for relief from his 
insect problems than any other discov- 
ery in the history of entomology. There 
are, however, limitations and qualifica- 
tions to the promise. According to the 
statement of the entomologists, DDT 
“in agriculture, is promising against a 
wide variety of destructive pests. These 
include most potato insects, many or- 
chard and vineyard pests, numerous 
vegetable insects, as well as the chief 
insect enemies of vitally important seed 
crops, It appears to be effective against 
the pink bollworm and outstanding 
against the Japanese beetle, two of our 
worst imported pests, It promises also 
a more practical control of the pests 
which ravage thousands of square miles 
of forest, and against many of those 
which hagass livestock, 

“DDT will not kill all the important 
insect pests. It will kill many bene- 
ficial iusects which are allies of man- 


kind against the destructive species, 
Because of its toxicity to a wide variety 
of insects, its large-scale use might cre- 
ate problems which do not now exist. 
To illustrate, it is a superior insecticide 
for control of codling moth on apples, 
but in some sections at least will kill 
certain natural enemies and thus re- 
lease other insects which may then be- 
come major problems, 


“The research reports emphasize that 
we have not had time to develop en- 
tirely satisfactory mixtures and dosages 
of DDT insecticides, nor the methods 
and timing of application for many pos- 
sible uses. Modern agricultural pest 
control often requires mixing several 
materials in combination treatments, 
and we know little of DDT’s compati- 
bility with many of these others. Re- 
searches thus far were made with a 
material which was produced under 
pressure for military needs, and which 
is not necessarily the best form for 
agriculture.” 

The entomologists pointed out, how- 
ever, that they did not know enough 
about effects of DDT on plants, ani- 
mals and soils, “While most plants 
were not harmed by DDT insecticides in 
the experiments, injury to squash, corn, 
tomatoes and possibly fruit trees was 
reported,” they said. “DDT is toxic to 
animal life when large amounts are 
taken internally or absorbed through 
the skin from oil solutions, but reports 
indicate a reasonable margin of safety. 
In the light of our present knowledge, 
heavy deposits on edible parts of plants 
should be avoided. Reports show defi- 
nite toxicity to cold-blooded animal life 
including fish and frogs, There has not 
been time to learn the possible eu- 
mulative effects on solls. More and 
larger-scale experimentation is needed, 
Enough DDT for such research in 1045 
should be provided.” 


The N. C. A. was represented at the 
entomologists meeting by Charles G. 
Woodbury, Director of the Association's 
Raw Products Bureau, who conferred 
with entomologists present from many 
parts of the country on the possibilities 
of DDT as a useful insecticide in con- 
trolling insects affecting canning crops. 


Hancock Named Head of CCC 

The War Food Administration has 
announced the appointment of Frank 
Hancock as president of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. Mr. Hancock, a 
native of Oxford, N. C., will continue as 
head of the Farm Security Administra- 
tion. He succeeds J. B. Hutson who re- 
signed to become Deputy Director for 
Agriculture in the Office of War Mobili- 
zation and Reconversion, The appoint- 
ment of R. W. Maycock as treasurer of 
the CCC also was announced.

WFA and OPA Lower Grower 


Price of Florida Grapefruit 


The War Food Administration and 
the Office of Price Administration have 
announced a reduction in the grower 
price of Florida grapefruit for canning 
of from $387.39 to $35.67 per ton, “on 
tree” basis. 

These agencies stated on November 
10 that the actual average price (not 
to exceed $37.39 per ton “on tree” basis) 
paid by canners for Florida grapefruit 
would be used in establishing the ceil- 
ing price for sales of canned grape- 
fruit juice to government agencies, and 
in determining the maximum rate of 
subsidy for which canners would be 
eligible under the 1944-45 canned grape- 
fruit juice subsidy program. It also 
was stated that this grower price 
($37.39 per ton) was based on esti- 
mates of production made shortly after 
the October hurricane in Florida and 
that the price would be revised if later 
crop estimates indicated substantial 
changes. Since the December crop re- 
port indicates a prospective production 
that is 1,000,000 boxes greater than 
the previous estimate, the grower price 
per ton has been revised to $35.67 
per ton. 

The revised price, however, will not 
be used in determining the maximum 
rate of subsidy payment, or ceiling 
prices for sales of canned grapefruit 
juice to government agencies, with re- 
spect to deliveries of raw grapefruit 
made to canners’ plants prior to Janu- 
ary 1, 1945. In the event later of- 
ficial crop estimates show substantial 
changes, further appropriate revisions 
will be made. 

It is planned that there will be flat 
dollar-and-cent ceiling prices for canned 
blended orange and grapefruit juice re- 
gardless of the prices paid for raw fruit. 
Consequently, the reduction in grower 
price will apply in establishing the 
new ceiling prices applicable to this 
season's pack of blended juice in 
Florida.

canned citrus fruits and juices. These 


products are priced at the present time 
under Supplement 5 to Food Products 
Regulation No, 1, 


WFA Announces Revocations of 
Plum, Peach, and Pear Orders 


The War Food Administration has 
revoked War Food Orders 55, 102, 
and 108, effective December 27, 1044. 

WFO 55 was issued June 7, 1943, to 
define minimum grade requirements for 
interstate shipment of plums grown in 
California. The order has been in effect 
during the last two marketing seasons 
(1948 and 1944). 

WFO 102 was issued June 7, 1944, to 
control the quality of Georgia peaches 
shipped in interstate commerce during 
the 1944 marketing season. 

WFO 108 was issued July 15, 1944, to 
restrict the 1944 movement of Bartlett 
pears from certain producing areas in 
California to assure California canners 
sufficient supplies of pears to meet 
government requirements. 


Walsh-Healey Act Extended 


Exemption from the provisions of 
Section 1 of the Walsh-Healey Public 
Contracts Act for certain listed canned 
and dehydrated fruits and vegetables 
has been extended to June 30, 1945, by 
the Secretary of Labor. The text of 
the extending order appears in the 
Federal Register for December 29. The 
list of products which are exempted are 
published in the Lerrers 
for December 31, 1942, and October 23, 
1943, on pages 7414 and 7903. 


New Vegetable Varieties 


The Pennheart tomato continued to 
perform very well at Pennsylvania 
State College in tests of new varieties 
of canning vegetables, the last an- 
nual report of the Pennsylvania Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station shows. 
Among sweet corn varieties, North Star 
sweet corn was outstanding among 


early yellow strains. Other varieties 
which rated “excellent” were Gold Rush 
Hybrid in the second early class, Car- 
melcross and Barly Golden in the early 
mid-season class, and Narrow Grain 
Evergreen Illinois in the late mid-sea- 
son class, 

Blue Lake strains of snap beans were 
rated “good.” Mendota, an edible soy- 
bean introduction from Wisconsin, 
proved early maturing and prolific. 
Several of the new green-seeded lima 
bean varieties, such as Woodruff's Bush, 
Concentrated Fordhook, Early Market, 
and Number 242, merit further testing. 


Carrot Yellows Serious 


Yellows disease of carrots is becom- 
ing a serious problem in many sections 
of Wisconsin, the annual report (Bul- 
letin 468) of the Wisconsin Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station shows. A 
survey in 1943 showed serious infec- 
tions in large field plantings around 
Racine and Kenosha, Union Grove, Del- 
avan, Green Bay and Plainfield. 


Because the disease reduced yields 
and makes infected carrots unsuitable 
for canning, it is a serious obstacle in 
the wartime effort to provide adequate 
supplies of canned vegetables. 

Carrot yellows, caused by the same 
virus which produces aster yellows, 
is perpetuated in weeds and ornamen- 
tal flowers and spread by leafhoppers. 
This means that carrot fields have the 
hest chance of escaping serious injury 
if they are located at a distance from 
weeds and ornamentals. In particular, 
it is important to mow the field borders 
and fencerows often, so as to hold 
down weeds.
